sstounded, and convinced of the fact that in
thelr bringlog-up the maxim of Falstafl— I 1
had o thousand sons, the first human principle I
would teach them should be to forswear thin
polatoes, and to addict themselves to sack™
had eénjoyed o full swing. Unblushingly
impudent a5 were many of the doings of the
“ Hundred and Thirty-three Thieves" recently
in conclave at Harrlsburg, we are Inelined to
think that they were slightly deficient in o
knowledge of some of the tricks of thelr trade,
At any rate, while they might do very well for
Harrlsburg, they were scarcely fitted by know- |
ledge and experience to tanke front scats in the
Albany den.

A special committoe of the New York Legis-
lature, entrusted with the duty of Investigating
thie right of certain clalmants to the occupancy |
of sents in that body, has completed its labors |
und reported the expenscs attending their pro-
secution. Altogether, three seats were dispo=ed
of by the committee, two Demoerats being
kicked out of very disreputable company
to make room for two  Republicans
who are wmot particular about  their
associations, and one Democrat being
thrust sside to make room for another of the
same political complexion. The total cost of
the committee’'s work was 88000, quite mode-
rate, we think, when regarded as o whole, but
certainly very curious, to sny the least, when
we come to oxamine it by detail. The first
thing that strikes us in glancing over the per-
sonal expenses of the committee is the excessive
indifference with which its members appear to
have regarded the common demands of nature,

[n truth, eo engrossed in their  laud-
able work were they that they seldom
paused to satisfy the cravings of hunger.  The

aggregate cost of meals, during the period of
their labors, is put down at 215, Here, indeed,
we have the very extravaganee of oflivial ubsti-
nence, the very consummation of legislutive
economy. Fish, flesh, fruit, wnd flour of the
aggregate cost of #15 served to maintain the
unton between sonl and body, and to Keep those
two elements of manhood on entirely satisfac-
tory relations towards each other. With the
ength of time we are not fumiliar, bul the
marvel of the whole thing is thut a committes of
any legislature in the lund could sit cyen onee at
table and consume only 15 worth of vietuals.

But while the invitation to victual was heard

g0 seldom In the committee-room, the other omi-
nous legislative cry, “‘Let's liquor," never paused
for the echo, and three hundred and sixty-eight
dollars’ worth of brandy, whisky, and wine
trickled down the parched throats of the com-
mittee-men, ns they sat ut their patriotic task,
enveloped in all thesmoke that could be evolved
from cigars of the value of #430°57. Burdened
with such loads of whisky on an empty stomach,
and almost strangled by the asccumulated vapor
of the weed, no one will be surprised to leamn
that the committee did not prosecute their lnbors
by night ns well as by day. Human endy-
rance has its lmits under all cirenmstances, anil
the gtomach of o legizslator is not necessarily
firo-proof. The unhappy fate which befull
MoKinstry when his contents were destroyed a
month or 8o ago, will bhe remembered ns sub-
stantiating this quite axiomatic principle, In
the evening the committee rested from their
labors, And If they were grand when in motion,
they certainly were maguificent when nt repose,
Duly impressed with o sense of their high and
responsible position  as  lawmakers,  and
thoroughly appreciating the teachings of re-
warded virtue and discomfited villainy, thelr
evenings were passed at  the  theatres
of the metropolis, contemplating
the English blondes in sueh great moral dramis
a8 The Female Forly Thieves, The profit which
the committee received directly from this source,
and which must ultimately and indirectly inure
‘to the benefit of the people of the 8tate of New
York, cost the trifle of 270, besides u smull
sllowance in the way of livery expeunses, for
carting their leglslative earcasses to and from
the theatres when the whisky, brandy, wine,
and cigars had proved foo much for their cmpty
fire-proofs.

But this thentrical recreation was not the only
respite the members of the committee enjoyed.
Desiring to behold the wonders which are re-
yeialed only to those who go down to the sea In
ships, and to communs with nature on dry land,
away from the dust and turmoll of the city
perchance, ng the old saying has It, *to look
throngh nature up to,” ete.—they made a modest
journey down the bay, rambling through the lanes
of Btaten Island, av the very moderate expense
to the Btate of $50. Despite all this, howeyer,
their official labors, and the oppressive burden
of whisky, brandy, and wine on empty stomuchs,
gufficed to undermine thelr congtitutions to such
an alarming extent that u physician was sum-
moned, and an additional oxpense of 8556 thereby
incurred.

Now, although the people of this elyy and
State are not directly interested in this shame-
less exhibit, Albany 1 not k0 far removed from
Harrisburg that the lesson it teaches Is rendered
of no avall for us. This committee of the New
York Legislature is merely a type of the institu-
tion, and the scandalous manner in which they
have attempted to swindle the people of their
own Btate is merely on u par with what we have
witnessed, over and over agaln, In Pennsylvanin,
It shows how utterly rotten, corrupt, aud di-
pauched has become the ¢lass of men Into whose
hands the business of legislatlon hns fallen in
the greater portion of the country, For this
state of affairs there is but one practical remedy,
and that remedy (he people hold in thelr hands.
Whether the puople of Penusylvania will have
the common ENse and the courage Lo apply it

OPPORITION TO THE amxm: INDIAN
POLIOY.

Tuz old system of maunging Indlan affairs
nifords too many chances of plunder to be grace-
fully surrendersd, and Senators, espocially, are
loth to glve up the advantageons opporiunities
It affords for rawarding their friends and favor-
ites af the publio axpense, Any or all of the so-
called Indian treatica involves & conslderable
appropristion of publle money, which s nomi-
oally Intended for the use of the savage, but
which, nine times out of ten, serves malnly to
enrich white agents, confractors, commission-
ers, and their patrons, The popular demsnd
for a reform having become irresistible, the
House of Represontstives having suceessfully
resisted the onormous exactions embraced In
the Inst bateh of Indian treaties, and the Presi-
dent having resolved 1o try the effect of Quaker
diplomncy, under the supervision of an Indian
Uommissioner, it was commonly supposed that

the old "ings would be effectually broken up,
and that o falr trial wonld be given to the pew
policy. It Appenrs, however, that
it ‘ stil antagonized, indirectly,

and one of the Intest exhibitions oi hostility is

the rejection of the Quaker agents appoinied
for the trilies reslding in Kunsas and Nobraska.
The Senators of those States are said to be n-
dignunt ut the atlempt to plwee followers of

Penn in (he posittons which they desired
o secure for  their Individual favorites,
and it I nlleged that among the
other causes  for  this indignation s the

fnet that the Treeasury 1s now drained for the
support of Indians who have no longer o tribal
existence. A despateh to the New York Herald
stutes that all the Delaware Indians bave emi-
grated from Kansas into the Indian Territory
except about one hundred, who have become
naturalized eltizens of Kansas, but that a triend

| of Benntor Pomeroy retalng the position of

Agent for the legally extinet tribe, drawiog a

salary  and  various  perquisites,  with-
out rendering any legitimate  service
whatever. The Senstor who should have

been aware of these facts, if they are really true,
has tukon no trouble to apprise the Committee
on Retrenchment of this opportunity for reduc-
ing the public expendittures, but he bitterly an-
tagonizes the idea of having such a good chance
for plundering the Treasury surrendered to
Quaker who would probably report all the facts,
and thus throw new light upon the corruptions
of the old gvstem.

The Indian hns proved a ecapital catspaw to
the Western adventurers who have g0 gkilfully
used him to despoll the tax-payers of thefnation.
The representatives of various tribes have ngain
und again complained that, while the Indians
have derived little or no advantage from their
treaties, the agents and their superiors in office
have grown rich. The red men have been vie-
timized on the one hand, and the toiling masses
of the white race on the other. Tribeafter tribe
dizappears. Attempts at civilization fall, Bloody
wars are not averted. The aborigines are
wronged, frontier settlers are masanered, the
public treasure Is squandered; but amid all these
disnsters und tragedies, the persons who manipu-
Inte the system which was devised to prevont
themj busk in the sunshine of prosperity, and
Increase in wealth as rapidly as the Johnsonized
officials of the Internnl Revenue Department.

As there must be something radically wrong
in the policy which produced such results, wo
trust that the President will persist in his re-
ported determination to effect o rndieal reform,
despite the opposition of Western Senators,
Let him go on appointing one Quaker ngent
after another until the attention of the whole
counntry ls atiracted to the real morlis of the con-
roversy, ond until the necessity of infusing
honesty into this branch of the public sorvice Is
universally recognized.

CUBA.

Tue lntest news from Cuba reccived by way of
Key West, and published In this morning's
papers, is ealeulated to arouse the indignation of
every citizen of this Republie, whether they
sympathize with the revolution or not.
We are informed that Count Valmaszeda, the
commander of the Spanish forees in the Eastern
Department, has Issued o proclamution, of which
the following are the principal features; —
First. Every native male over fiiteen years of age
found away from his residence without sumoeicnt
cause will be executed,
second. Every uninhabited dwelling and every in-
habited dwelling where 8 white fog is undisplayed
will be reduced to ashes.
Third, All women away from their houges will
come to Bavamo or Jigoanl, or they will be brought
by foree,

Acenstomed as wo have been of late to the re-
ports of Bpanish outrages, it s difficult to be-
lieve that such an order as this was really issued
by an officer professing to represent o clvilized
and Christian government. At the same time
there is nothing against the truth of it except its
fiendish character, and if it really was issned it
i# certalnly time for the friends of Cuban inde-
pendence o the Unlted States to make them-
selves heard in the most decided and unmistaka-
ble manner. A meeting will be held this even-
ing at the Academy of Maosic, and we hope that
the demonstration will be of such o character as
will encourage the Coubban patriots and advanee
thedr cunse.

The Cuban revolutionary movement cannot in
any way be put In comparison with the Iate
Slaveholders' Rebellion o the United States, but
it is I!|Il1rl'l_\' andogous with our own revolution
of 1776. The outrages perpetrated by the
Spanish authorities make it more than ever
necessury thut the volee of the American people
ghould be heard, clear, strong, and imperative, on
the subject of Cuban independonce, and the
time appenrs o bave now arrived when it is not
only expedient, but oor absolnte duty to do
something beyoud giving our mere sympathies
to the struggeling patriots who are endeavoring
to free themeelyes from the chadns of
s w= cruel us It Is contempisble.

The Acandemy of Fine Avis nnd the Avtisis,

In our first notice of the annual opening exhibi-

tion st the Acadeimy of Fine Avis, we referred to the
guarrel of long standing hetween the artists of Phila-
delphin and the manongers of the Institntion a8 the
reason for the inferiority of the presgent collection,
and s Inndequacy as @ representation of the pro-
gress and standing of Philadelphia art.  Of course,
both parties to this guarrel conshiler themselves exelu-
sively amd entirely in the vight; but, as 15 generally
the case in mutters of this kind, there |8 something
to be sald on both sides, and ouar only desire |sto
give o falr and impoartial stotement of matters us
they stand, and, if possible, to ald In bringing  about
a better state of fechng. The ortists  claim
that the  Acpdemy of Fine Arts, the
olilest institution of the kind in the country, does not
give, and never has given, during the half century and
miore that it has been in existonce, that support and
encoursgement to Philadelphla art that they have a
right to expect from it, On the other hand, the direc-
tors of the Academy contend that the artists know
nothing of practical business management, that they
are jenlons of civell other, and that they would never
be satisfled under any ciroumstances, In answer to
the charge of want of business ability, which has
been very frequently urged sgainst them, the artises
point to the Academy of Fine Arts, which lhas been
exclusively in the handg of bhusiness men, and they
nak whether the managgement under any ecircum-
stiances could be worse, Asa proof that American
artists have not been neglected n the exhibition,
and in answer to the complwint that andue promi-
nence has been accorded to foreign works, o gentie
man prominently connected with the Academy has
favored us with the following statement, o which
we very willingly give pluce in our columns:—

Frenchart was glorified. Are we in Philadelphin more
virfuous than Paris or pre we merely more stupid
that we take French art at its own valustion, sod
thrust our own pratfuctions in the hackground 7 Or
is American art 8o utterly valueless that it {3 not fit
to show It face in good company ¢ These sre sub-
jects worthy of conslderation, and we hope that the
